REVIVALS 

In a recent letter from Brother L. H. 
Aultman, overseer of Kentucky, he 
summarizes the evangelistic success in 
his state. He was quite emphatic in 
pointing out that most of this had 
been accomplished in extremely bad 
weather, with from one to thirty-five 
inches of snow on the ground. 

In a revival in Corbin, with D. C. 
Rayhill, evangelist, thirty-four souls 
were saved and twenty-nine sanctified 
and filled with the Holy Ghost. Broth- 
er Solomon Scalf conducted a revival 
in Richmond and nineteen were saved 
and five added to the Church. Brother 
J. R. Davis was in a revival in Louis- 
ville in which nine were saved. Pearl 
Frazier was the evangelist in a revival 
in Blue Diamond and ten were saved, 
sanctified, and filled with the Holy 
Ghost. Revivals are in progress at the 
time of this writing, in both the Cre- 
scent Springs and Winchester church- 
es, with God blessing marvelously. 


COVER PAGE 
The church at Carlsbad, New Mexi- 


co, shown on the cover page, is 35x70 
feet, with three rooms upstairs and 
four downstairs for study rooms. The 
walls are twelve-inch masonry, plas- 
tered and ceiled with cellotex. 

The church was organized in 1930, 
by Rev. M. E. Drake, who was at that 
time state overseer of New Mexico. 
The former pastor, Rev. H. W. Pugh, 
worked hard on the building last year, 
doing all the tile work. Somewhere 
around four to five thousand dollars 
had been spent for material, besides 
the labor, prior to the coming of the 
present pastor, Rev. O. Gregory. Since 
he came, the church has spent near 
$9,000 to complete the building. The 
contractor estimated the cost of the 
building at $25,000. The indebtedness 
now is only $3,500. 
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I dare not try to expose every 
sin in this short space, because there 


are sO many evils in this wicked 
and adulterous generation, it would 
take a series of messages even to 
begin to bring them into the light 
of judgment. Anyway, figuratively 
speaking, I shall endeavor, with God’s 
help, to pull back the curtain, un- 
cover the old devil, and open up with 
both barrels! Hallelujah! 

I have here five “S” words that 
will help expose the nature of sin. 

1. SERPENT. In the garden of 
Eden, that old serpent was cursed 
and made to crawl and sneak along 
on his belly and eat dust, for be- 
guiling Eve. He is our tempter now, 
and comes to us in a most subtile 
manner in order to tempt and try 
us. 

2. SICKNESS. This has always been 
a type of sin. Many times it is caused 
by sin and disobedience. More deadly 
is the sickness of the heart and soul, 
which we shall take up later. Yes, 
one man’s sin brought on us all the 
plagues of earth, including sickness 
and disease. Thank God, Jesus is our 
Remedy! 

3. STAIN. Sin leaves a stain, a mar 
on our records that will never be 
erased. Even though God forgives and 
forgets, men still see what one used 
to be. The Lord says, “Though your 
sins be as scarlet, they shall be as 
white as snow.” Then our guilty stains 
are washed away in that Fountain. 

4. STARVATION. Many times death 
has come to whole families by starva- 
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tion because of a drinking or gam- 
bling father. Innocent babes in Ger- 
many and Russia today are starving 
on account of sin. Sin, when it is 
finished, surely brings forth death. 

5. SUICIDE. It is unknown just how 
many have taken their own lives to 
try to get rid of remorse or some 
deadly disease or a broken heart 
caused by an untrue husband or wife. 
It has been said that if a sinner would 
stop for thirty minutes and think of 
hell and eternity, he would do one 
of three things: (1) repent, (2) go 
crazy, or (3) commit suicide. The 
wages of sin is death. 

Then comes the letter “I.” There 
are three words beginning with this 
letter that especially help us to ex- 
pound on the dark nature of sin in 
all its blackness. 

1. INTOXICATION. The number of 
people who die in a drunken condition 
each year is probably above the aver- 
age estimation. Even with all the 
warnings of old-time gospel preachers, 
men and women die every day and 
night while under the influence of al- 
cohol. What a way to meet death! A 
good friend of mine told me; however, 
that he believed a backslider who died 
drunk would still be saved. A more 
rotten doctrine couldn’t be conceived 
in the mind of a mere man. 

2. INSANITY. Another fruit of the 
tree of sin is a formidable public prob- 
lem—insanity. In many cases it is 
caused by disobedience or failing to 
walk in the light. 

3. THE IRRECONCILABLE MAN. 
This is the most pathetic of all. See the

man who tears at his hair, worries and 
paces the floor because of a remorseful 
conscience. His blasphemous words 
have carried him beyond God’s dead- 
line. Look again at the dope fiend who 
has spent all his substance for relief, 
and found none. Notice his sunken 
eyeballs and pale color, and his bones 
are plainly visible. If your mind’s eye 
will permit, take a glance down the 
corridors of hell and in this horrible 
region you will see an inferno of liquid 
fire, with many screaming the bitter 
wails of remorse and regret. These are 
truly beyond even any hope of recon- 
ciliation by God. 

Of course, the next letter in S-I-N is 
“N.” The nature of sin coming from 
“N” is 

1. NAKEDNESS. When Adam and 
Eve first sinned, they realized their 
nakedness. Ever since, man has been 
trying to hide the shame of his naked- 
ness. God says, Be sure your sin will 
find you out. In that great white 
throne judgment day, every past sin, 
though previously hidden, will be laid 
naked and open before the One who 
sits on the throne. I can see the fran- 
tic, godless gang, that mad mob, as 
their hellish deeds are finally brought 
to light and condemned. Every cover- 
ing for sin will be stripped off and 
then will be the great exposure of sin. 

2. NAUSEA. Sickness, heart at- 
tacks, and even simple ills can cause 
great nausea, or an upset stomach. 
Just think of sin-sickness and the pain 
of it. When one is tired of wandering 
in sin, it takes real nausea of the soul 
to make him turn to the Healer of all 
diseases of the body and soul. And if 
he is sick enough, and tired enough of 
sin, he will gladly plunge into the 
fount where we are made every whit 
whole. 

3. NEGLECT. Once a story was 
told of a minister who dreamed he 
visited hell for a few short minutes. In 
the despair of that awful domain, Sa- 
tan and his demons were holding a

The Fourfold Purposes of Frayer 
For Life’s Unfolding. 
For Life’s-Empowering. 
. For Life’s Guidance. 
For the ministry of Intercession. 
What Is Prayer? 

It is talking to God; a most blessed fellowship in per- 
sonal visiting with Him. It is the relationship of a faithful 
child to a loving Father. It is baring the soul to God and 
living every moment in worshipful loving obedience to 
Him. Life should be one open prayer. 

One should feel perfectly free to tell the Father every- 
thing, things we hesitate to tell an earthly parent or com- 
panion; almost thinking in the very presence of God; 
thinking out loud before Him. His guidance is so vital and 
His presence so essential that every moment we may get 
into the very habit of prayer and so develop a constant 
sweet fellowship. Pray without ceasing. “Praying is talking 
to God. Reading the Bible is God talking to us.” It is talk- 
ing, listening, petition, and meditation. Most gracious 
memories cluster about family prayers. 

‘Why Prayer? 

1. The unfolding, enriching, and development of char- 
acter and life. 

2. The divine empowering. 

3. Divine guidance. 

4. Ministry of intercession—praying for others. 
Prayer—John 16:23, 24 

Human life is the expression of a want; its inner move- 
ment is desire for something unattained. Man’s untiring 
demands must look ever upward to the Father’s face. 

1. Human life is a life of asking and a life of prayer. 

2. The name of Jesus is to put all man’s askings to the 
proper proof. In His name. “Feeble and stammering our 
lips may be, but the advocacy of Jesus is all powerful.” 

The name is redemptive in winning for us a favorable 
hearing. 

Prayers, Answers to 

God takes notice of every grace. 

To fear His name is no great matter, yet these have a 
promise. 

To think of His name is less, yet set down in the book of 
remembrance. 
A desire is a small matter, especially of the poor man. 

God regards the good desire as great kindness. 

A tear makes no great noise, yet the voice of weeping is 
heard. 

A groan is a poor thing, yet often it is the best part of a 
prayer. 

A sigh is less, yet God is awakened by it. 

The Lord aroused. How? Why? What to do? When?

Water Baptism in Jesus’ Name 


Introduction: There are three 
scriptures (Acts 2:38; 10:48; 19:5) 
that are said to bear out the theory of 
baptism in Jesus’ name. We need not 
fear any scripture, for when it is 
rightly divided we can see that there 
are no contradictions in it. I believe 
firmly that the Bible teaches us to 
baptize in the formula as given in 
Matthew 29. 

No authority given to change the 
command of Jesus. 

As we see from Matt. 28:19, the 
command of Jesus was to baptize in 
the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Now some 
say because Jesus said to Peter, “And 
I will give unto thee the keys of the 
kingdom of heaven,” that Peter was 
given the authority to do this. Let us 
note that: 1st. He was given the keys 
to the kingdom of heaven, not of the 
church; the keys to the kingdom in 
the sense of Matthew 13; i.e., the 
sphere of Christian profession. (Sco- 
field notes Matt. 16:19.) Peter was 
permitted to preach the first sermon 
to the Jew on the day of Pentecost, 
and later to the Gentile, but Peter 
claimed no power beyond this. 

2d. Paul did not receive his doc- 
trine from Peter, for he said, “Neither 
went I up to Jerusalem to them that 
were apostles before me,” Gal. 1:17. If 
Peter had had such a position of pow- 
er in the church, surely Paul would 
have consulted him. On the contrary 
part, we find Paul withstanding, Peter 
on a doctrinal matter at a later date. 
See Gal, 2:11-14. 

3d. In the council at Jerusalem he 
played no larger part than the other 
apostles. James was the moderator of 
that meeting. Acts 15. Surely if his 
authority had covered such matters, 
he would have rendered the decision. 

4th. Peter claimed no such power 
as is attributed to him. Read his two 
epistles and you will see him in his 
humility, saying, “not as lords over 
God’s heritage,” 1 Peter 5:3. Peter 
mentions water baptism but one time 
in two letters. 

Lastly, the Bible speaks of the dan- 
ger of changing the Word. Gal. 1:6-9; 
Rev. 22:18, 19. 

So much for the authority of Peter 
to change the express commandment 
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of the Lord Jesus Christ on water 
baptism. 

These scriptures are not meant to be 
given as the baptismal formula. 

1Ist. We note a lack of uniformity 
in the words. Acts 2:38, “in the name 
of Jesus Christ”; 10:48, “in the name 
of the Lord”; 19:5, “in the name of 
the Lord Jesus.” Which of these three 
ways is the correct way to say the 
baptismal words. 

2d. None of these represents the 
baptismal scene. The first is a ser- 
monic injunction delivered while ad- 
dressing the Jews. The second, the 
command for the rite of baptism to be 
carried out after no objection could be 
shown to their receiving it. The third 
tells that these Ephesian Jews and 
believers received Christ and were 
baptized when the story of the cross 
was told them. In none of these scrip- 
tures is the thought advanced that 
these words were said as they were 
baptized. 

The meaning of baptism in Jesus’ 
name. 

Under this I would like to discuss 
the following thoughts: (1) To 
whom the apostle was speaking. (2) 
Baptism into Jesus. (3) The authority 
of the name of Jesus. 

In Acts 2:38; 19:1-7, Peter and Paul 
were talking to Jews. In the 10th 
chapter, Peter preaches to Cornelius, a 
devout Gentile, who prayed and gave 
alms. The Jews had rejected the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and Cornelius had never 
had Him preached to him, so they 
must both acknowledge Him as the 
Son of God, and.His authority as His 
Son. 

In two of the above instances, the 
Greek preposition “epi” is used, which 
is translated, “into.”.—-The Expositors 


Greek Testament, The sense thus giv- 
en would be, “into the name of Jesus 
for remission of sins.” Not in every 
instance in the Scripture does bap- 
tism signify water baptism. In Matt. 
20:22, “and to be baptized with the 
baptism that I am baptized with?” re- 
fers to the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost. If it were water, it would be in 
the past tense. In Luke 12:50-“But I 
have a baptism to be baptized with,” 
future tense. This is speaking of the 
death of Jesus. Death then is spoken 
of as a baptism; i.e., an immersion 
into the power of death and the 
grave. Rom. 6:3-6, “Know ye not, that 
so many of us as were baptized (mar- 
gin are baptized) into Jesus Christ 
were (are) baptized into his death? 
Therefore we are buried (present not 
past tense) with him by baptism into 
death: that like as Christ was raised 
up from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should walk 
in newness of life. For if we have been 
planted together in the likeness of his 
death, we shall be also in the likeness 
of his resurrection: knowing this, 
that our old man is crucified with 
him, that the body of sin might be de- 
stroyed, that henceforth we should 
not serve sin.” These verses have no 
reference to water baptism but to the 
fact that when we are saved, Christ’s 
death, burial, and resurrection are a 
likeness of what takes place in our 
lives in putting off the old man of sin 
and putting on the new man of holi- 
ness, See verses 7-13. “Now if we be 
dead with Christ, we believe that we 
shall also live with him.” Eph. 2:5, 6, 
hath quickened us together with 
Christ. This shows us that what hap- 
pened to Christ happened to us when 
we were saved. I think these are suf- 
ficient to show what being baptized 
into Christ means. If it doesn’t mean 
this, it certainly involves Regenera- 
tional Baptism, a doctrine at variance 
with the scriptures. 

The authority of the name of Jesus. 

“In the’ name” also means by “the 
authority of.” Matt. 28:18, “All power 
is given unto me in heaven and in 
earth.” The word “power” here is from 
a word meaning authority given to 
another.—Expositors Greek Testament. 
Phil. 2:9. 10. “Wherefore God also

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Jesus’ answer to Nicodemus, a ruler 
of the Jews, should bring clearly to our 
minds the fact that we must be born 
of the Spirit. 

“Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except 
a man be born again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God,” John 3:3. 

“That which is born of the flesh 
is flesh; and that which is born of 
the Spirit is spirit. Marvel not that 
I said unto thee, Ye must be born 
again. The wind bloweth where it 
listeth, and thou hearest the sound 
thereof, but canst not tell whence 
it cometh, and whither it goeth; so 
is every one that is born of the Spirit,” 
Verses 6-8. 

Being born of the Spirit is some- 
thing more than a hand shake with 
the preacher, the right hand of fel- 
lowship of the members, and your 
name written on the church record. 
Furthermore, it means more than 
conceiving the idea that you are 
saved because of your own moral con- 
duct (self-righteousness), without re- 
penting and receiving the new birth. 
Morality is a great part of a Christian 
life, and it would be impossible to 
be a Christian without morality. The 
person who has moral characteris- 
tics and keeps the moral laws, is 
much appreciated by neighbors and 
associates, and by his conduct he 
saves himself from unfortunate 
troubles that might cause sorrows and 
shame as the transgressor has. Yet, 
we see people who seem to have moral 
characteristics, very quiet, honest, 
and law-abiding, and apparently seem 
to be satisfied, so far as soul sal- 
vation is concerned, but if they have 
not repented, accepted Christ as their 
Savior, and received the new birth, 
they are yet carnal, they are ungodly 
and don’t know God. Such persons 
have no promise of heaven, but their 
reward is to be punished with ever- 
lasting destruction, because they don’t 
know God. Let us see what the Bible 
says. 
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--- Morality Alone Will Not Do...

“In flaming fire taking vengeance 
on them that know not God, and that 
obey not the gospel of our lord Je- 
sus Christ: who shall be punished 
with everlasting destruction from the 
presence of the Lord, and from the 
glory of his power,” 2 Thess. 1:8, 9. 
Who is this that is to be punished? 
“Them that know not God (the un- 
godly) .” Why? Because they have not 
been born of God to make them god- 
ly. Those that obey not the gospel 
of God. 

The gospel says repent. There is 
no way other than to repent, accept 
Christ and be born again. But listen 
to what He says, “But as many as 
received him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on his name: which 
were born, not of blood, nor of the 
will of the flesh, nor of the will of 
man, but of God,” John 1:12, 13. 

“Not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, but according 
to his mercy he saved us, by 
the washing of regeneration, and re- 
newing of the Holy Ghost,” Titus 3:5. 

“For by grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves: it 
is the gift of God: not of works, lest 
any man should boast,” Eph. 2:8, 9. 

It should be understood easily that 
we must not depend on our self- 
righteousness, our own works, justi- 
fying ourselves for our good deeds, 
leaving Christ out of the business. 
Neither can we be Christians without 
works. James says, “What doth it 
profit, my brethren, though a man 
say he hath faith, and have not 
works? can faith save him?” James 
2:14. “Even so faith, if it hath not 
works, is dead, being alone,” Verse 
17. A mixture of faith and works is 
necessary to be a Christian. 

The self-righteous man depends on 
his works and moral conduct, justi- 
fying himself for being honest, pay- 
ing his debts, being good to his fellow 
man, law-abiding, etc., but he has 
left off the first work that justifies 


him. He has not come to God in 
faith, repented, and prayed through | 
to victory. The Bible says, “But with- 
out faith it is impossible to please 
him: for he that cometh to God must 
believe that he is, and that he is a 
rewarder of them that diligently seek 
him,” Hebrews 11:6. Note, he says, 
“He that cometh to God must believe 
that he is.” Here is the trouble—the 
lack of works. The self-righteous man 
has not come to God. He lacks re- 
pentance, praying through (works). 
The Bible says, “Work out your own 
salvation with fear and trembling,” 
Phil. 2:12. Yes, he who realizes his 
lost condition, or is in fear, yes a 
trembling fear, finds something to ° 
do. He comes to God repenting, pray- 
ing, believing (works). He is begin- , 
ning to work out his salvation with 
fear and trembling. Then as he grows 
in grace and knowledge and has more 
ability, he is responsible for more 
works; but the first work is to repent. 
John the Baptist preached repent- 
ance. Jesus said, “Repent: for the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand,” Matt. 
4:17. “For I am not come to call the 
righteous, but sinners to repentance,” 
Matt. 9:13. “I tell you, Nay: but ex- 
cept ye repent, ye shall all likewise 
perish’,” Luke 13:3. “Repent ye there- 
fore, and be converted, that your 
sins may be blotted out, when the 
times of refreshing shall come from 
the presence of the Lord,” Acts 3:19. 
The Bible says, “Humble yourselves 
therefore under the mighty hand of 
God, that he may exalt you in due 
time: casting all your care upon him; 
for he careth for you,” 1 Peter 5:6, 7. 
The parable of the Pharisee’s and 
publican’s prayers brings clear to us 
the necessity of repenting, also the 
danger of the failure to repent and 
depend on _ self-justification. “Two 
men went up into the temple to pray; 
the one a Pharisee, and the other 
a publican. The Pharisee stood and 
prayed thus with himself, God, I 
thank thee, that I am not as other 
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men are, extortioners, unjust, adul- 
terers, or even as this publican. I 
fast twice in the week, I give tithes 
of all that I possess. And the publi- 
can, standing afar off, would not 
lift up so much as his eyes unto 
heaven, but smote upon his breast, 
saying, God be merciful to me a sin- 
ner. I tell you, this man went down 
to his house justified rather than 
the other: for every one that exalt- 
eth himself shall be abased; and he 
that humbleth himself, shall be ex- 
alted,” Luke 18:10-14. 

Note in this parable the difference 
in the spirit of the Pharisee and that 
of the publican. The publican felt 
his unworthiness, was willing to con- 
fess he was a sinner and needed God, 
and ask His mercy. The Pharisee be- 
gan to tell God of his self-righteous 
deeds, what he, himself, was doing. 
Depending on being justified for his 
moral characteristics, keeping the 
law, he didn’t humble himself, repent, 
and accept Christ as his Savior; he 
did not thank God for His grace, or 
anything that God did for him, but 
thanked God for what he, himself, 
was doing (self-exaltation). 

There are people today who have 
moral characteristics, yet may not 
seem to exalt themselves as the Phari- 
see in this parable, and they honor 
and seem to believe in Christianity, 
but have not repented and received 
the new birth. They are ungodly and 
don’t know God, and are in danger 
of punishment. There are people of 
this type today. No doubt, they get 
the idea they will be saved for good 
deeds done for their fellow men, for 
moral conduct, justifying self for at- 
tending to their own business, for 
honesty, obeying moral law, etc. It 
is hard to convert persons like this, 
and convince them they are unworthy 
enough to go to God with a broken 
heart, repenting, meeting the con- 
ditions to receive the new birth. It 
is not that they wilfully commit so 
many sins by transgression, but they 
sin the sin of omission in ignoring 
the great opportunity of accepting 
Christ as their Savior, trampling un- 
der foot the precious shed blood of 
Christ our Lord. What greater sin 
could a man do than this, turning a 
deaf ear to God and so far as he 
is coneerned, let the shed blood of 
our Lord be in vain, knowing such 
great sacrifice was made as this, “for 
God so loved the world, that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whoso- 
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ever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life,” 
John 3:16. “For when we were yet 
without strength, in due time Christ 
died for the ungodly,” Romans 5:6. 
“How shall we escape, if we neglect 
so great salvation; which at the first 
began to be spoken by the Lord, and 
was confirmed unto us by them that 
heard him,’ Hebrews 2:3. “And if 
the righteous scarcely be saved, where 
shall the ungodly and the sinner ap- 
pear?” 1 Peter 4:18. 

The Bible says, “For the grace of 
god that bringeth salvation hath ap- 
peared to all men, teaching us that, 
denying ungodliness and _ worldly 
lusts, we should live soberly, right- 
eously, and godly, in this present 


world,” Titus 2:11, 12. Jesus said, “If 
any man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross, 
and follow me,” Matt. 16:24. 

The trouble today is, too many peo- 








ple are not willing to deny themselves 
for Jesus, and carry the cross. There 
is something in the way. Self-right- 
eousness, careless living, neglect, not 
thinking of the seriousness of the 
dreadful punishment, and such a 
narrow chance to escape by putting 
off salvation; the lustful cares of this 
life in some form, people permitting 
the desires of worldly pleasures and 
amusements to overcome them, bring- 
ing these trifles before our God, put- 
ting the great holy God and His works 
second. Some continue in the practice 
of habits that may seem very small 
but yet they are ungodly, and of the 
world, and would be an offense to 
others. A godly person will not per- 
mit frivolous things to come between 
him and God. The Bible says, “The 
little foxes, that spoil the vines.” 

Let us read some scriptures and re- 
frain from the idea that we can af- 
ford to justify ourselves in being a 


slave to ungodly habits, being defiled 
with the poison of nicotine of tobac- 
co and intoxicating stimulants, which 
we know are habit-forming and are 
harmful to the body, even in a so- 
called temperate form. 

“Know ye not that ye are the tem- 
ple of God, and that the Spirit of 
God dwelleth in you? If any man 
defile the temple of God, him shall 
God destroy; for the temple of God 
is holy, which temple ye are,” 1 Cor. 
3:16, 17. Paul speaks of the body be- 
ing the temple of the Holy Ghost, 
in chapter 6, verse 19. 

It behooves us to abstain from the 
use of anything that is unclean and 
hurtful to the body. “Wherefore come 
out from among them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and touch 
not the unclean thing; and I will 
receive you,” 2 Cor. 6:17. “Having 
there fore these promises, dearly be- 
loved, let us cleanse ourselves from 
all filthiness of the flesh and spirit, 
perfecting holiness in the fear of God, 
2 Cor. 7:1. “But put ye on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and make not provision 
for the flesh, to fulfil the lusts there- 
of,” Rom. 13:14. “Love not the world, 
neither the things that are in the 
world. If any man love the world, 
the love of the Father is not in him,” 
1 John 2:15. 

I would like to say here, by way 
of warning, as the subject is dealing 
practically with the unsaved, of moral 
characteristics: Watch! Satan is wise 
and cunning; full of’ deceitfulness. 
One of his chief plans is to present 
to you some failing church member 
or hypocrite, enducing you to con- 
ceive the idea, and say, “I am good 
enough; as good as church members.” 
He will cause you to watch the fail- 
ing ones rather than the progressing 
ones, that your faith may be weakened 
toward the church; encouraging the 
continuing of slumbering your days 
away in darkness without Christ in 
your life. Let us remember, we don’t 
live the hypocrite’s life; we are re- 
sponsible for our own. 

David said, “Mark the perfect man, 
and behold the upright: for the end 
of that man is peace,” Psalm 37:37. 
If people could only realize the love, 
mercy, and power of our Lord, and 
how He can make us overcomers of 
all temptations, and change us from 
that carnal mind to divine nature 
and works, making it possible to re- 
frain from such habits and tempta- 
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The Enemies Within

The president of a large mid-west- 
ern university recently declared, ‘The 
most distressing aspect of the world 
into which youth is going is its indif- 
ference to basic issues, which now, as 
always, are moral issues. The discus- 
sion of questions on which our fate 
turns is not even conducted in moral 
language. The word ‘security,’ which is 
the great word today, has not even any 
moral significance, for the worst men 
usually can, and do, want it.” This is, 
however, but a symptom of something 
much deeper than a matter of morals. 
Morals can be as selfish as any possi- 
ble reaction of man. One can be honest 
and clean and lovely because it pays. 
And our morals, I fear, have been 
built on the sandy soil of commercial- 
ism. A house of morals so built is 
bound to collapse when the winds of 
selfish desires and the waves of human 
passion begin to beat upon it. That is 
what is happening to America, and 
that is what alarms so many of those 
who have the best interest of their be- 
loved country at heart. 

Others will find the deepest reason 
for the sad estate of our land in the 
lack of interest in religious things. 
They will call attention to the fact 
that there are some 4,000,000 fewer in- 
dividuals in the Sunday Schools than 
there were ten years ago. The war did 
not have the wholesome spiritual 
fruits that some of us have dared to 
hope. Church attendance has fallen 
off alarmingly. The number of serv- 
ices per Lord’s Day dropped from two 
to one and then to none. But this 
again is but a manifestation of some- 
thing wrong deep down inside. We do 
not first discontinue church attend- 
ance and then become bad. We first 
become bad and then. leave the 
church. This is verified by the records 
of a juvenile judge in Tennessee who, 
in looking over his records, found that

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he had tried 4,000 cases. Only six of 
of those convicted were regular in 
their attendance at Sunday School or 
church. He advised parents “to take, 
not send, their children to church 
services.” But it must be clear, it is not 
because they went to church that they 
did not commit crime. There was 
something fundamental in their lives 
that accounts for both the church at- 
tendance and the abstinence from 
criminal activities. 

Again, I am told that the commer- 
cial interests on the Lord’s Day, es- 
pecially the moving picture industry, 
account for the weakness of the reli- 
gious and moral fibre of America. It is 
true that the industry has a tremen- 
dous influence. Seventy-five million at- 
tend each week. That means five- 
eighths, considerably more than half 
of the American public expose them- 
selves to the influences that are neith- 
er moral nor religious. Much of such 
exposure takes place on the Lord’s 
Day. Once more, this is but a symptom 
of a much deeper thing. It is not so 
that people do not go to church be- 
cause they go to the movies. There is 
something else wrong somewhere. 
Movie going is not a cause of failing to 
attend church, but rather a result. 
There is something more fundamental 
than movie going that works like a 
fatal poison under the skin of Ameri- 
can life. It may be a good thing to 
close some of the movies by legislature 
upon the Lord’s Day, but let us not de- 
ceive ourselves by believing that this 
would solve the problem of a decadent 
church and a decadent people. 

A final conjecture is that we have 
substituted a general social interna- 
tional preaching for the preaching of 
the individual gospel of salvation. It 
was Lewis who declared that the dan- 
ger the church is facing does not come 
from the side of hostility but from the 
side of disloyalty. He is right. Jesus 
was right. “A man’s foes shall be they 
of his own household.” The greatest 
enemy of the church is. within the 
church. And by that same token the 





greatest enemy of man can be within 
himself. Pluck the devil of spiritual in- 
difference out of your own kosom, and 
you will have gotten rid of your great- 
est enemy. Your greatest enemy does 
not live in Germany nor in Japan. He 
lives within, posing as a friend, but 
nevertheless making you unfit for 
loyalty to the gospel of Christ which 
can and does make men free. 


THE BLIGHT OF PRESENTISM 


Back of all these things that seem 
to occasion the uncertainty in Ameri- 
ca as it stumbles forward along a du- 
bious highway, is the mighty and un- 
deniable fact of sin. Sin affects the 
mind of man. When the primel human 
pair were walking about in the garden, 
the serpent was interested in making 
them think differently about God. 
There is the primary point of attack. 
Sinful thinking is back of sinful act- 
ing and speaking. There is such a 
thing as the primacy of the intellect. 
Tell me what a man thinks and I will 
tell you what he feels and wills. All 
the forces in this universe that seek to 
lead a man astray, or aright, make an 
appeal through the mind. Well, 
what is in the mind of America that 
accounts for her moral and spiritual 
degradation? 

One of the outstanding characteris- 
tics of our country is its commitment 
to what may be called presentism. By 
presentism I mean the position that 
the present is our god. The future is 
not. The past is beyond remedy. Today 
alone is ours. This is not a new mani- 
festation. There was a class of Greeks 
that advocated it long ago, when they 
advised that we should eat, drink, and 
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be merry for tomorrow we die. This, of 
course, means that all restraint is 
hurled to the winds. It is not without 
significance that this is precisely the 
position of atheism and communism 
today. Some clever communist said in 
expressing his scornful contempt of 
Christianity, that the Christian holds 
that you get your pie by-and-by, in the 
sky, when you die. The same philos- 
ophy of presentism lies back of that 
declaration. That is the prevailing 
practical conception. We will drink 
ourselves into a drunken stupor, and 
not be concerned about the headaches 
and degradation that follow. These are 
future things and they do not count. 
We wallow about in the mire of de- 
bauchery, and are not deterred at all 
by the social, physical, and moral con- 
cepts. Those do not count now. They 
may have something to say tomorrow, 
but tomorrow does not count. We rush 
along at a breakneck speed to secure 
the wants of the hour, whatever they 
may be. The doctors may inform us 
that because of a heart condition, we 
must take things easy. The heart, how- 
ever, seems allright today although it 
may refuse to function tomorrow. But 
the futures are not taken into consid- 
eration. 

Now one can never have real morals 
and real religion unless the tomorrows 
do count. The ideas of retribution and 
blessings are all future values. This is 
at the heart of Christianity. God’s 
revelation is a revelation of promises. 
There is something futuristic about re- 
ligion that runs directly counter to 
presentism. The Christian pastor can- 
not assuage the pains felt by the sub- 
ject writhing on a bed of pain in a 
hospital. It would be folly for him to 
try to do so, but he can point to a 
heavenly Christ who is preparing a 
home where there is no pain nor 
death. A Christian suffers wrong, and 
he naturally would rebel and strike 
back, but the pastor informs him that 
vengeance belongeth to the Lord, and 
that God in His own time will take 
care of the matter of justice. The Bi- 
ble tells us that the wages of sin is 
death, but the wages come after the 
present moment of devotion to sin. 
The Psalmists were bothered with the 
problem of the ungodly prosperity 
alongside of the godly persecution and 
poverty. They failed to make a distinc- 
tion between presentism and eternity. 
They felt that it seemed unfair that 
they did not get their cake right now 
and here. 

Men, therefore, work, slave, scheme 
and cheat for the personal satisfac- 
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tions that the present can give them. 
As long as they are notable or will- 
ing to look over the fence that divides 
this passing present from the receding 
future, they have no room for God nor 
for morals. The world is conducting 
its business on the basis of creating 
present and immediate needs. It ad- 
vertises that what it has to offer you 
need right now. If the church would 
shift its values from the future to the 
present, it may be able to get some 
hearing. That is precisely what those 
who are substituting the gospei of per- 
sonal salvation for something else are 
doing, but by that substitution the 
church loses its soul. 


THE CURSE OF RELATIVISM 

There is a second idea in the minds 
of Americans that makes for the 
breakdown of moral and _ spiritual 
values. It is closely akin to Presentism. 
It is called relativism. On this basis 
there is nothing that is absolute. God 
is not absolute, nor are any of His 
laws. There are no abiding principles. 
Recently an editor of a weekly paper 
remarked that the speaker whom he 
was criticizing was a man of principle, 
but the trouble with him was that he 
did not realize that principles change. 
There you are. There is simply nothing 
abiding. Everything is relative. 

This has profoundly affected our 
principle of morals. What is wrong to- 
day may have been good in the days 
gone by. Different times change things. 
Many young people willfully judge 
things to be right today, and grant 
that they may have been wrong in the 
horse-and-buggy years. When time 
and circumstances can change basic 
moral values, moral values cease to 
be. “What is wrong for one person may 
be right for another” is another one 
of those sentiments that makes morals 
a relative matter. The trouble is that 
we have permitted man to set the 
standards. They have then become 
subjective and relative; that is to say, 
since man is not the same yesterday, 
today, and forever, he will never be 
consistent in what he calls right and 
wrong. That is the reason we can wit- 
ness the spectacle today of Christians 
sincerely refraining from certain forms 
of amusements and then the rest of 
the world laughs at their attempts at 
holiness. 

It is because our morals are relative 
that we can reduce our lies and dis- 
honesty so that at worst they are only 
white lies. We can take property away 
from others without giving value for 
value received, and call it shrewdness 
or clever business. We can take the 


lives away from others and call it an 
accident or, at worst, negligence. This 
is bound to be the result of a relative 
conception of morals. We can commit 
adultery and then wipe our hands 
clean of any moral responsibility by 
declaring that it is nobody else’s busi- 
ness. It is clear that except we are able 
to call sin, sin, regardless of the sub- 
ject and the circumstances, we have 
surrendered our souls to the god of 
relativism. 

It is by this same token that we can 
always mitigate our own guilt and in- 
tensify another’s. We have become 
past masters at ferreting out the faults 
of others, and at being blind to our 
own. But morality like every good 
thing must begin at home. We must 
learn that moral laws are determined 
by the unchangeable One. 


Even supposing that we do that, it 
will not help us a great deal until we 
remember that God is absolute. To 
have a relative god means to have a 
relative morality and a relative reli- 
gion. We haven’t even an absolute God 
in our thinking. American scholars 
have been speaking about a relative 
God who is gradually developing. 
Practically, most of us have a chang- 
ing God, who must change to fit our 
own convenience. He must be a kind 
and forgiving Father, when we have 
been sinful. He must be terribly angry 
with the personal and national sins of 
our enemies, but He must be tenderly 
merciful toward us, when He contem- 
plates our own weaknesses and short- 
comings. With no absolute God, there 
are no absolute morals. It is about time 
that America sinks her teeth into 
something solid. She must place her 
feet on the solid rock and not on the 
shifting sands. She will never depart 
from her ruinous ways until she bows 
herself before the altar of the infinite 
and unchangeable God. 


THE SIN OF PRAGMATISM 


There is still a third type of think- 
ing in America that rests like a curse 
upon our moral and spiritual life. It is 
the principle that values are deter- 
mined by their workability. This is 
called by the fanciful name “pragma- 
tism.” We are firmly in the grip of that 
philosophy. It has grown up alongside 
of the rise of science and other techni- 
cal developments. If a thing works, it 
is right, we are led to believe. If we 
could only control the condition of our 
testing as perfectly in the field of 
morals and religion as we can 
in the field of science, perhaps we

Do re- 
member the children of God, waiting 
for the opening of the endless ages 
of eternal life and eternal glory. The 
attitude of the truly surrendered 
heart is henceforth. . .untd Him. 

My soul bleeds, like the heart of 
our Lord and Master as He did look 
upon the unsaved. A burden covers 
my mind and tears blind my eyes. 
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My voice cries out, “Is it possible that 
any.man can claim to have the Spirit 
of Christ, and then not do the ut- 
most that is in him to get the gospel 
to those who are perishing in night?” 
No Bible believer can or will deny 
that every Christian is either to go 
with the gospel message to those who 
sit in heathen darkness, or to send 
a substitute to do this work for Him. 
Can we close our eyes: to duty? Can 
we fold our hands at ease while the 
gates of night stand open to the path- 
ways of the seas?

could look at least with some favor up- 
on this way of looking at things. But 
even science has made its many errors. 
However, how does this principle of 
thinking affect our morals? It means 
the rejection of the Bible. Scriptures 
are then not true because God gave 
them to us, but true only if the prin- 
ciples therein articulated work. Here 
is a striking illustration. It was my 
privilege to be present in a class in one 
of our eastern universities. The profes- 
sor in charge argued that he accepts 
the truths of the Scriptures only be- 
cause they work. He did not accept the 
resurrection of Jesus because the Bible 
taught it, but because it worked in a 
missionary endeavor on one of the 
islands of the Pacific. A denomination 
had been working in that field in vain. 
They did not present Jesus Christ, and 
Him resurrected.,But when these peo- 
ple gave up, the Congregationalists, 
with the teaching of Christ’s resurrec- 
tion, moved in, and succeeded in 
Christianizing the people. The doctrine 
of the resurrection worked; therefore 
it was true. On the same basis we are 
told that we should pray, because 
prayer works. A certain lady prayed 
for what she wanted persistently for 
a long time, and finally got what she 
wanted. Don’t you see, prayer is all 
right, because it pays? The same 
argument is used to promote Bible 
reading and church going. They work, 
I am told, because the best men and 
women do these things. We are even 
told to contribute funds for the cause 
of the church, because it is a good in- 
vestment and will bring larger returns 
than any other possible use that you 
may make of your money. That is all 
pragmatism and is exceedingly dan- 
gerous. We are told to be clean, honest, 
and considerate, because these work in 
one’s business and social life. This is 
about as unmoral as anything can be. 
It always appeals to one’s selfishness, 
and selfishness is precisely what 
stands in the way of higher morals 
and spirituality. You can’t get rid of 
selfishness by urging men to do what 
selfishness dictates. 

We have done precisely the same 
thing with God. We have advocated 
to “try to think of God this way or 
that way and you will find satisfaction 
and relief.” Here again it is the same 
demon urging at us to look upon God 
in such a way as to give us the great- 
est satisfaction. Any principle- that 
asks men to test the truth by testing to 
discover it, is foreign to the position of 
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the Bible, foreign to the position that 
the truth is revealed and need but to 
be accepted and applied. 
THE RUIN OF HUMANISM 

There is still one more philosophy in 
America that is cursing her. This is 
basic. It was the essence of the temp- 
tation of Adam and Eve. It is called 
humanism. It is the program of mak- 
ing man the center of the universe. 
The devil suggested that if man would 
yield to his enticement, then man 
would be as God. This implies the de- 
thronement of God and the en- 
thronement of man. It teaches that 
man is the party from whom, through 
whom, and unto whom are all things. 
This is, I think, the basic sin in Ameri- 
ca. It is a striking indication of man’s 
perversity that one can exalt man so 
high and still make him a product of 
the primeval slime and ooze, and that 
one can give man such an exalted 
place and yet have him return to the 
dust. But such a people are we. We 
hailed with unbounded admiration the 
scientists who have discovered the 
materials that goin to make up an 
atomic bomb, but we do not care to ac- 
knowledge Him who placed all that 
explosive force in the world He Him- 
self made. The greatest days in our 
country are those days in which some 
national hero returns from distant 
lands. We do not, however, manifest 
such exuberance because of the reali- 
zation of the presence of a Godin 
whose presence every hero fades. We 
will give more respect to man who ren- 
ders some service to humanity, than 
we do to the Christ of God, than whom 
no one rendered more valuable service 
to mankind that is dead and dying in 
sin. Even the theologians have, in the 
interest of humanism, replaced God by 
man. Here is a remarkable confession 
by Fosdick, “I have been and ama 
modernist, and it is proper that I con- 
fess that often the modernistic move- 
ment, adjusting itself to a man-cen- 
tered culture (that is humanism) has 
watered down the thought of God, 
and, may we be forgiven for this, left 
the souls standing like the ancient 
Athenians before the altar to an un- 
known god. We have too long adjusted, 
adapted, and accommodated and con- 
ceded. We have gotten so low-down 
that the highest compliment that we 
feel we can pay to God is to say that a 
few scientists still believe in Him.” 
There it is; even the religious world 
has substituted man for God, and con- 
sequently lost all basis for a sound 
morality and spirituality. 

There is but ane way onward, and 


that is the way of returning to God. 
Give Him His proper place and the 
reverence that is His due, and then 
the downward road will bend suddenly 
and hopefully upward and onward.

hath highly exalted him, and given 
him a name above every name.” Col. 
3:17, “And whatsoever ye DO in word 
or deed, DO allin the name of the 
Lord Jesus, giving thanks to God and 
the Father by him.” This verse men- 
tions the exaltation of the name of Je- 
sus, and in the same breath the writ- 
er said it is the Father who is the ex- 
alter. This verse of scripture says to 
Do these things in the name of Jesus, 
not to say them in His name. 2 Cor. 5: 
20, “Now then we are ambassadors for 
Christ, as though God did beseech you 
by us: we pray you in Christ’s stead, 
be ye reconciled to God.” As the am- 
bassadors of Christ, we represent Him 
with the same authority that an am- 
bassador has in representing his 
country. Therefore by the name of Je- 
sus we baptize as He told us to, “in 
the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 

Grammatical construction on sing- 
ular name and plural names, 

It is the thought of some that if 
this referred to the Trinity, it would 
say “in the names of.” This would be 
an improper construction, unless you 
were ready to give every name God 
went by and is known by in the Old 
and New Testaments. The singular 
name is correctly used. Jesus knew 
what He meant and meant what He 
said. 

In conclusion, we note the fact that 
the entire argument for baptism in 
the name of Jesus rests upon the 
foundation of Unitarianism. If there 
is only one in the Godhead, then let’s 
baptize in the name of Jesus. But if 
the Bible teaches a triune Godhead, 
let’s baptize as Jesus commanded us 
to. If there is no Trinity, then Peter 
hada revelation by a non-existent 
being; Jesus was a liar and a trickster. 
Thank God, I believe His testimony.
